The Coal Commission continued its

At the morning session the

Mr. Livingston said that his exper- 
ience had been that about 25 per 
cent. of the men lost time after pay 
day. He thought for this reason too 
frequent paying of the men wouki be 
injurious, He did not thinlt the op- 
erators should pay for accidents due 
to miners’ neglect. He did not ap- 
prove of a law that placed the onus 
of proving that an accident was due 
to the miners’ neglect entirely on the 
company. He thought the miners 
should also be made to prove’ that 
@n accident was due to the miners’ 
neglect entirely on the company. He 
thought the miners should also be 
made to prove that the accident was 
not caused by any fault or. neglect 
of theirs. In cases where neither 
side could be blamed, the miners and 
operators should pay part of the 
compensation. This was the only 
fair way, he thought, as many of the 
accid ‘nts were caused where miners 
wete violating the laws. 

Francis L. Otter, manager of the 
Universal Coal Company, stated that | 
they had’ handled the output of the 
Humberstone mine.

‘monton Coal Company, was the first 
witness called in the afternoon. He 
; Stated that they employed 15 or 20 
}men, Their present output was 40 
;to 50 tons per day, although they

day. They reduced the output on ac- 
count of a lessened demand and poor 


shipping facilities. The coal was 
used for steam as well as domestic 
purposes, It was better than the 


general run of coal, There was from 
10 to 15 per cent. moisture. He 
thought if it was protected from the 
weather it would stand storage fair- 
ly well. 

Mr. Denman said they had been en- 
deavoring to get the C.N.R. to put 
a spur 24 miles to their mine, but 
so far they had not got it. The rail- 
way company said there was a scar- 
city of ties and rails. He complain- 
ed that the Company were building 
‘other spurs but would not put cn 
in there even although they agreed 


to supply the company with 100 
tons of coal per day screened. The 
coal at the mouth of the mine cost 


the company $1.50. The roads be- 
tween the city and the mine were in 
very bad condition and hauling was 
expensive. They sold their coal for 
$4 and $4.50 per ton. The vein of 
coal at their mine was 74 feet thick. 
They pay the men 50c. per car and 
count two cars to a ton. The men, 
hesaid, worked nine hours. He was 
opposed to the eight hour system as 
it would increase the cost of coal by 
lessening the output. At any rate 
the men did not seem tired after nine 
hours’ work, 

Mr. Denman said they owned 835 
acres of coal lands, enough to pay 
for developing it. There was no- 
thing to prevent a spur weing con- 
structed . Mr Denman complained 
of the scareity of cars last winter, 
due to the snow blockade and lack

The general opinion of the city seems 
unlikely to sunport the Assessment 
Committee of the City Council in the 
abnormal advance they have placed on 
city property values, Yesterday we re- 
ported the sale of lots for $1,100 that are 
assessed at $1,800, and we are having 
frequent instances brought to our atten- 
tion where sales are being made by 
owners of property for prices much less 
than the assessed value the Committee 
has placed upon it. The increase may 
temporarily enhance the borrowing 
power of the city, but it cannot have 
other than a deveriorating influence on 
its credit. The jump from two millions 
to over eight millions may argue that 
the previous assessment was altogether 
too low, but it must be remembered 
that cities are judged not by a spasmodic 
but by a uniformity of advancement, 
andthe increase shown this year can 
hardly, in the opinion of the most opti- 
mistic, be maintained. The résult will 
be that if that rate is not maintained, 
and if a standstill or retrogression even- 
tuates it will be very serious for the 
city’s credit in the money markets. 
The city of Strathcona has always 
evinced a gradual growth, and while she 
may have been dabbst slow in certain 

uartera the solid, studious financiers 
of the East admired her methods, and 
we think that she cannot afford now to 
get into the class with the boom towns.

Spain is generally believed to have 
seu. us our first card games. “El hom- 
bre.” or “the man,” corrupted by us 
into Sombre.” was probably our earli- 
est cenrd game in England, and that 
must have come from Spain. Also the 
oldest packs of cards found in England 
show Spanish symbols, such as cupus, 
maces and swords. Another popular 
English card game in the sixteenth 
century was trump, clearly a form of 
the Spanish game triumfo. 

Cards could be bought in 1545 for 
twopence a pack. ‘These were very 
wretched specimens and most inferior | 
to those produced by the Cardi: xers’ 
company of London, in which Ch .irles 
L. created a monopoly, with the finan- 
clal genius of his race, by buying them 
up cheap and selling them at a high 
price. In this he was a more open 
rogue perhaps than his fa her, who! 
forbade card playine in Sectland and | 
indulged in it himse. at every oppor: | 
tunity. | 

Cards have always been a royal | 
game. Queen Elizabeth played cards 
and lost her temper over them fre- 
quently. She was no Anne of Austria, 
to play “like a queen without passion 
of greed or gain.” In her reign was! 
commanded to be played “at Wynd- 
sore 4 Comedie or Morral devised on a 
game of the cardes,” which resulted in 
the performance by the children of her 
majesty’s chapel of “Alexander and

LEARNING TO SHOOT. 


A Simple Rifle Target and the Way to! 
Practice, \ 
The first moving target that I would 
recommend is one that is simplicity It- 
self and yet, with the assistance of a 
gentle sloping hill and a friend to take 
turns with you, will be of great value | 
and benefit. One of the most success: } 
ful deer hunters I know trained this 
way, and you will readily see the sood | 
points of this practice on trial of it. | 
Secure half a dozen barvel heads for 
your partner. Have him take a posi | 
tion at the top of the hill and roil these | 
heads down the slope diagonally. At! 
first it will be best to select a fairly | 
smooth slope and have the targets roll. | 
ed down at a medium rate. At fifty | 
to seventy-five yards take your posi 
tion, according to your gun and am-| 
munition. If it is a 22, a somewhat 
smaller target might be used at a little 
shorter distance. At your signal one 
of these targets is started on its jour: | 
neys. As it starts bring the gun to 
the shoulder, taking aim and swinging | 
with the moving object. Always alm | 
to hit the center of the object. You | 
will find that the eye naturally seeks | 
the center, just as it is nature for one | 
to see the front sight through the cen. | 
ter of the peep. Do not attempt to 
hold your gun at a point the target 
will pass and try to pull the trieger 
while It passes, but pull when the aim 
has been secured, just as when firing 
ata stationary object.—Outer’s Book,
